Reoiprooity- 

Nenr neiglibours in now countries 
uiidorstiiiul how to oanT out piaotioal 
Reciprocity. Hiuitli'a land produces 
Avbeat aiul Biuwii'n potatoes, ami an 
interchange of the.so two commoditioH 
ia tlio icHiiU. How is it that pooplcH 
ore less practical than iiulividualH — 
build \ip groat, costly double wallH of 
•ustomliouses and maintain ti?TO bloat>- 
eii armies of o:licialfj and detectives to 
hinder what tho dictates of nature and 
commou sense would facilitate and 
-plrdmote? It is now some weeks since 
■we announced the mission to Wfisliiiig- 
ton of tho Honorable George Bro-\vu of 
Canada, and expressed great conii- 
dence in bis ability to suceed. Troni 
intelligence reaching ns through vari- 
ous channels it seems reasonable to 
conclude that he has succeeded*. Mr. 
BcoTrn must baTO gone in the capacity 
of Her Majesty's Commissioner, since 
the Queen alone can make treaties with 
foreign powers. In selecting Mr. 
Brown for such a delicate and impor- 
tant mission, the Queen acted wisely, 
for ho is probably better qualified for 
it than any other man in the Dominion. 
And he was, moreover, well entitled 
to whatever of honour may attach 
thereto. It was Lord Elgin who nego- 
tiated the Reciprocity Treaty of 1^51:, 
and ho justly received great credit 
therefor. Either party had the option 
of abrogating that Treaty nt tho ex- 
piration of twelve years; and the Unit- 
ed States Congress, in the exercise of 
that power, abro^jated it in 18G6. Not 
thatitwas found to have failed in 
meeting the expectations of its project- 
ors; but it "was for purely political 
reasons. It was thought that if Cana- 
da could no louger find an oi)Cii mar- 
ket in tho United States through tho 
medium of a Treaty she would ho com- 
pelled to seek it in a closer alliance. 
But tho sequol only proves tho short- 
sightedness of the unnatural i)()licy. 
Instead of nttractiug, it rcjiellcd, So 
far from drawing Canada closer, it 
drove her away into more self-reliant 
and distant channels. It more tlniu 
doubled her foreign trade and forced 
her into the third rank among the 
maritime powers of tho world! All this 
her neighbours see now; and, seeing 
it, they say, come hack and make an- 
other Treaty with us. Canada stood 
not upon the manner of her going, for 
she, no less than her neighbour, desire 1 
it. If Mr. Brown has succeeded iu ar- 
ranging a coiiipruhensive and satisfact- 
ory Treaty he will have accomplished 
a more difficult and important task 
than did LordElgin,— more important 
because more enduring for, with the 
experience of tlio past, neither party 
will be in a h nriy lo s(iver tho golden 
cord Kobenclical to boti). Without tho 
means of knowing tho nature of tho 
protocols which ilr. Brown has sub- 
mitted to the Government at Ottawa, 
and which are understood to have met 
with favor, wo can only guess at the 
compa.ss of the new Treaty, or, better, 
avail ourselves of the superior guessing 
power of our Buffalo contemporary , tho 
result of which wepublislied yesterduj. 
The first five items possess little or no 
special interest to British Columbia; 
and we may sny, generally, that they 
are such as Caniuhi iniikf^.s no Hacriiloc 
in conceding. The sixth most vitally 
concerns this Province. "The i)ro- 
ductsof the farm, forest, mines, water, 
and also animal meats and products of 
the dairy. "Confining the view to the 
two iloma of mine and forest, it M'oidd 
bo diflicult to ovorestiniato tho foil 
bonelit of a free market to British Col- 
umbia. Taking it at the i^rescnt out- 
put, it would be something like a 
quarter of n million a year saved on 
coal alnno. On lumber it woidd not 
bo as much, yet by no means inconsid- 
erable and would practiciilly give us a 
inono])oly in tho San Franoiiico market. 
Umloubtodly such a treaty would givo an 
ouorinous impetus to tho development 
of tlio mine and forest wealth of tho 
country, both of wicli aro praclicidly 
exhaustlcsfi. In minor itonjs, kucIi, 
for instance, as our sea wealth, capable, 
too, of unliuaited expansion, this part 
of the Dominion would hii'geiy gain; 
but time will not allow enleiing into 
details. It is earnestly to bo liopod 
that Mr. Brown's treaty-making may 
prove successful. Yesterday we gave 
opinions of tlio American press upon 
this subject. Since tiiat wohave come 
upon a most elaborate article in tho 
"New York Tribiino," liristlitig- with 
Btatifltics showing tlio astonibhiiig pro- 
groBa made by Caniiihi and dcnioiKitraL- 
ing that, although desirou.s of roiiowing 
xeoiprooal comtnorcial rolatious, Canada 
has suffered mneh less than the United 
States from tho abrogation of tho Treaty, 
and frankly admitting tlint their Norlhorn 
iioiglibor8(aH tlio Canadians aro dosiguat- 
od) can g«!t on niuchhettor without reci- 
proeity tliau they can. It .says: — • 

"There his been n growing fooJingthflt 
the repeal of tho liociprooitj 'J.'roiily in 
i;;M66 Willi a liiiatake. Wliollior or not tlie 
saber juclgiucnt of Congress nnd tho 
country will coulirm this feeling, it is 
cortaii) that tlio increasing conimoroiid 
iiujjortauoo of onr. Northern peighhora is 
cne of tlio aubjeots tbatli^YO attraotod too 
little public atteation am^fig-tuij ftad we 



frankly oonfes8 that until led to look 
deeply into Canadian stalislics by tho 
nucossity of dealing 'with this proposed 
now 1 rodty, wo wero unaware of tho ra- 
pid stridoH tliose lusty Northonicrs liavo 
boon taking." 

The article oonoludos with the oxpros- 
sion of an earnest hppotbat present jiego- 
tiatioss may ripen into a Treaty.

Tho cre- 
dit is accorded to you of having draft- 
ed clauses i and ij when you could
